THE COYOTE 
Canis latrans estor 
There is a common belief that 
the Coyote is a cowardly animal, 
that he will tuck his tail between 
his legs and run at the first sign 
of danger. He is not a coward, 
however; he believes in keeping 
out of trouble whenever possible, 
but if it is necessary, he will 
fight like a demon. I recall a 
Coyote in Texas who was caught 
in a trap. The odds were, of 
course, overwhelmingly against 
him when two dogs set upon him. 
But in his desperation, his snap­ 
ping jaws and quick body kept 
him from serious harm, and it 
was not until my rancher friend 
called off the dogs and sped a 
merciful swift bullet into the ani­ 
mal’s head that he gave up. and 
died.W hether he has courage or not, 
there can be no doubt that the 
wrath of the sheep-rancher and 
poultry-farmer fall with justice 
on the head of the Coyote. He 
is a hungry animal, and he is 
wiley; the only way to outwit 
him is to kill him. And the Coy­ 
ote is so cunning and intelligent 
that an ordinary hunter finds it 
difficult to do even that; only 
hunters with great skill and ex­ 
perience find it possible to deal 
with him. 
There is almost no other wild 
animal in the United States that 
can compare with the Coyote in 
sagacity; no m atter how much 
damage he does, one cannot help 
but feel a certain amount of ad­ 
miration for him. In fact, there 
are so many stories about his 
brain-power that it is a little hard 
to separate the true ones from 
the tall tales; you can believe al­ 
most anything! It has been re­ 
corded by several independent 
observers that the Coyote often 
hunts in pairs, one resting while 
the other drives a jackrabbit. for 
instance, in a great circle; when 
the rabbit passes the resting ani­ 
mal, he takes up the chase and 
the other takes his turn at rest­ 
ing. J. Frank Dobie tells of a 
Coyote that constructed a small 
V-shape dam to divert more rain­ 
w ater into the hole of a prairie- 
dog, and succeeded in driving the 
creature right into his own jaws. 
Not only do these animals co­ 
operate with one another in hunt­ 
ing, but they help each other to 
escape their hunters. A mother 
Coyote with an almost-grown 
young one has been known to run 
with her child ahead of pursuing 
dogs for some distance, then 
double back on her tracks until 
the dogs see her; most dogs take 
out after her, and the cub runs 
on to safety. And as the Coyote 
is an exceptionally swift animal, 
the mother usually succeeds in 
shaking off the dogs, unless they 
are especially trained for long­ 
distance running. 
In the early days of sheep- 
ranching, before there were wolf- 
proof fences, dogs were used to 
protect the flock. It was not un­ 
usual for a pack of hungry Coy­ 
otes to play a trick on the watch­ 
ers; several of them would make 
a feint attack at one side of the 
flock and draw the dogs to them, 
while the rest moved in from the 
other side, seized a few lambs, 
and were gone again before the 
poor dogs knew what was up. It 
takes but little imagination to 
picture a Coyote quarter-back,

Local Bond Sales 
Since December 7 
Near I Million Mark 


A bad omen for Hitler and 
the rest of the international 
gangsters was the word re­ 
leased this week that nearly 
half a million dollars in De­ 
fense and War Bonds, $420,060 
to be exact, were sold in Palm 
Springs between Dec. 7 and 
May 25. As late in the season 
as May is, $20,883 worth of 
bonds were sold here during 
the first 25 days of this month. 
These figures were released 
Monday by the postoffice and the 
local branch of the Bank of 
America, the only two places in 
the village where War Bonds are 
sold. Complete breakdown of the 
local sales as prepared by Post­ 
master R. M. Gorham and Fred 
Ingram of the bank are as fol­ 
lows: 
For the period from Pearl Har­ 
bor to May 25. the bank, $254,835; 
the postoffice, $165,225. 
The first 25 days of May,, the 
bank, $5,580; the postoffice, $15,­ 
303.It is believed the postoffice 
sold the largest number of bonds, 
as the majority of its sales repre­ 
sented defense bonds of small 
denominations. The reason 
for 
the bank's larger total is explain­ 
ed by the fact it sells all three 
series of War Bonds (E, F and 
G), which makes it possible for 
tin- bank to offer a large variety 
of bonds ranging from $25 to 
$50.000 per year to one person. 
On the other hand, the postoffice 
is only permitted to handle the

America is conducting this war with the utmost 
care in protecting the lives of Am ericas lighting 
men. just as this country has fought every war. 
While Hitler is sacrificing millions of Germany’s 
sons in a losing fight, without any consideration for 
the lives of the soldiers or the feelings of their 
parents, America does not send her sons into bat­ 
tle until they are fully equipped for their own pro­ 
tection.

of strongholds in the first World War and again in 
This one. 
The result in both of those countries will 
be that they will end the war with troops con­ 
sisting 
only 
of 
new 
recruits, 
youngsters in 
Their early teens and old men, while with compara­ 
tive few 'exceptions the young men» fighting for 
America will live to reap the rewards of the war. 
American soldiers live for their country, and fight 
to live, although they are not afraid to die. 
When our military leaders are certain that we 
have superiority in the air, on the sea and land, 
with every sort of necessary equipment, the best 
equipment that man can build and money can buy, 
we will see the greatest offensive the world has 
over known, and compared to the legion who will 
conduct that offensive, the loss of men will be 
small. 
T hat’s why the President asks that every one 
of us invest at least one-tenth of his income in 
War Bonds and Stamps. 
When we are told that 
we are helping to fight this war when we lend our 
money to Uncle Sam, we are being told the truth. 
It's a grand and glorious and easy way to back up 
the men on the fighting front who are taking all 
■lie chances. Remember, eur dollars will save the 
lives of our soldiers as well as help to save America 
for posterity. 


"W HERE DO I FIT IN TH IS P IC T U R E ?” 


That is a question which many an American is 
asking right now. 
The United States Office of 
Civilian Defense says both men and women are 
needed. 
It points out that America needs Air Raid 
W ardens, 
Auxiliary 
Firemen, 
Auxiliary 
Police, 
Em ergency Food and Housing Units, Nurses’ Aides, 
R escue Squads and many others. It urges YOU to 
enroll with your local defense council or commit­ 
tee.Where do you fit? 
That depends upon you. It 
depends, in no small measure, on your ability to 
rake orders, on your willingness to work. 
Remember those sand lot baseball games when 
vou were younger. 
Everybody wanted to pitch. 
But when the game started, there was but one 
pitcher for each team. 
The sam e in football, the 
way it is played by many a young American. 
"Let 
m e carry the ball” say eleven voices. But when the 
play is called, only one boy does carry the ball. 
There have been instances, and there will be 
more, where a volunteer ARP worker has frankly 
expressed himself with, “Me take orders from that 
eu y?” or “Do you think I’ll put in studying three 
nights a week under that social climber? 
Why I 
know more right now than he 11 ever learn about 
air raid precautions.” 
Yet when the smoke clears away, there will be 


but one Chief Air Raid Warden. There will be but 
one teacher of a particular subject in a particular 
air raid school, just as there w as one boy who final­ 
ly carried the ball. 
That’s the American way. 
Meanwhile, let’s cut out this bickering, these 
senseless arguments of the sort that remind one 
of the problem: How many angels can stand on 
the point of a needle? 
Let’s get down to business 
. . . the business of being prepared. 
Don’t argue “there isn’t any chance of a raid” 
but say instead, “should there be a raid, w e’ll be 
prepared.” 
Don’t grumble and complain about 
who’s who in your own home town. 
Just pitch in 
and help. 
That boy of yours in the army may really be­ 
lieve he’d make a better sergeant than the one 
who is giving him orders. But he isn’t laying down 
on the job. 
Your son in the navy may think he 
knows more than the Admiral, but he isn’t beefing 
about it. Let’s show them we can be good soldiers 
too. Let’s prove to them and to our fellow citizens, 
right in our home town, that we can “take it” no 
matter who does the “dishing out.” 
“But I’ll bet dollars to doughnuts there’ll never 
be any use for this elaborate civilian defense set­ 
up” insists the doubting Thomas. 
He’ll come 
’round. He’ll take his part, sooner or later. Even 
if he should be right, so what? Anyone who takes 
a course in any ARP school or American Red Cross 
school will be a better man, or a better woman, for 
having taken that course. 
No matter what happens, you will be prepared. 
No m atter what happens, you can come nearer to 
feeling that you are pulling your own load in the 
boat, and it’s a pretty good feeling to have. 
On 
top of all that, those who take active part in Civil­ 
ian Defense, thousands of them, have already said 
“I never knew there were so many swell people in 
the world.” 
“Keep C ool. . . Avoid Panic” . . . how? By hav­ 
ing som ething to do and knowing how to do it. 
Panic is just energy turned in the wrong direction. 
Join up with your local Civilian Defense organiza­ 
tion and you certainly will never become panicky. 
Obviously, if you have already enrolled this was 
not written for you. You can, however, show it to 
someone who hasn’t bothered to read the hand­ 
writing on the wall. Should you still be wondering 
“where do I fit in this picture?” w e’d like to add 
that you and you alone can answer that one. You 
should answer it right now. 
When your own home town makes a survey of 
its human resources will you be listed as an asset? 
Will you say “what can I do to help?” or “who’s go­ 
ing to help m e?” Will you still be asking: “Where 
do I fit in this picture?” 
Not if we can help it. We’ve told you before and 
w e’ll tell you again. 
Be prepared! Find out the 
“how” and the “why” and the “where” and do it 
N ow ! 
There will only be one pitcher, but he needs the 
whole ball team to win the game. 
Get on that 
team and play your head off!—The Employers’ 
Pioneer.

The bond census, w hich starts 
this week, during which a house 
to house call w ill be m ade on ev­ 
ery resident of the U nited States, 
is an interesting sidelight on the 
dem ocratic 
process. 
It 
is 
one 
check on w hether a free nation 
can still rem ain free, and m eet an 
emergency requiring unanim ous 
effort . 
There are several w ays to fi­ 
nance a w ar; th e country can tax 
its people heavily and at once; or 
it can borrow .on the future and 
let tomorrow 
w orry 
about the 
debt, by selling its securities to 
financial institutions for resale, if 
possible in large blocks: or it can 
turn to the people them selves, as 
individuals, for sm all loans, to be 
repaid in some reasonably short 
time. 
We can, by (his 
pledge, avoid 
dictatorial dem ands and enforce­ 
ment . We can say ourselves what 
w e w ant to do;, not listen silently, 
as in G erm any or Italy or Japan, 
while the 
governm ent tells us 
w hat we are to do, and say, and 
pay. 
These sm all bonds are part 
of this independence; w e put up 
our own m oney, in small amounts, 
to receive interest, and repay­ 
m ent in ten years. 
This is not a Republican war, 
nor a D em ocratic war, nor a non­ 
partisan w ar; it happens to be our 
war. We m ay not have started it; 
we may not like it, but no m atter 
w hat we once thought, it is now 
our war. the little people’s war. 
the individual’s war. 
T his war 
will decide w h eth er we still make 
our own decisions. It w ill decide 
history and governm ent for gen-‘ 
erations to com e; it will decide it 
for your children and m y chil­ 
dren and for th e ir children.

"Figures showing how 
much 
farm labor is available m ust be 
revised from day to day as the 
w ar industries and the armed 
forces rem ove agricultural w ork­ 
ers at increasing and unpredict­ 
able rates. 


"Our farm labor supply as of 
April 1, 1942. was 71'* of the 
demand, com pared w ith 91% last 
year, and 120% in 1940. 


"There is no reserve of farm 
labor anyw here in California to­ 
day and none is to be expected 
from neighboring states, where 
labor shortages are reported to 
be as acute as ours. 


“No one need expect th at the 
dem and for workers, skilled and 
otherwise, a t shipyards, a r m s 
plants, and cantonm ents, wifi les­ 
sen as peak farm labor seasons 
arrive. One shipyard alone, in the 
Bay area, has recently informed 
the U. S. Em ploym ent 
Service 
th at it will need 40,000 additional 
w orkers, including 9,300 welders. 
Sea transport is desperately short 
now; 
it 
takes 
precedence 
in 
W ashington over a food problem 
th at may not be fully recognized 
this year. 
"Paul M cN utt’s new m an-power 
commission at W ashington may 
eventually have to set up labor 
priorities betw een beans and bat­ 
tleships. b u t no such action is 
likely in tim e to affect this year's 
harvest periods.” 
These paragraphs are 
quoted 
directly from a prelim inary draft 
of the agricultural section of the 
report of the Senate Interim Com­ 
m ittee on Economic Planning. The 
report then analyzes four suggest­ 
ed sources of new agricultural la­ 
bor, which I will refer to here 
briefly as youth, “farm erettes,” 
w orkers from relief and pension 
rolls, and the im portation of M ex­ 
ican labor. 
The report further, in a sum ­ 
m ary, suggests certain construc­ 
tive m easures to m eet the situa­ 
tion, some of which require gov­ 
ernm ent action and some of which 
can be acted upon by individuals 
and by agencies already in exis­ 
tence w ithout waiting for any new 
governm ent measures to be adopt­ 
ed. Among these suggestions are 
(a) the coordination of farm labor 
policies and hiring activities; (b) 
recruiting 
new 
farm 
workers 
from every available source; (c) 
training inexperienced w orkers to 
perform new tasks and (d) or­ 
ganizing farm operations for these 
new employees on a basis of in­ 
dustrial efficiency so th at while 
an all-around ranch hand cannot

ertheless in a few hours or a few 
days an inexperienced man 
or 
woman can be taught how to do 
one or two 
specific 
jobs; (e) 
m aking a deliberate 
effort

build up local interest in the farm 
labor problem. 


This section of the report con­ 
cludes w ith certain definite sug­ 
gestions for action by the state 
government. There are laws and 
regulations of departm ents and 
divisions and bureaus and com­ 
missions, that handicap our w ar 
efforts, or add further handicaps 
to those created 
by 
scarcities, 
priorities, and rationing. The com ­ 
m ittee has prepared, as an ap ­ 
pendix to the report, a list of the 
more im portant laws and 
reg­ 
ulations 
ham pering 
our 
w ar 
efforts 
in 
agriculture 
and 
in­ 
dustry, which will be subm itted 
to the Legislature at the proper 
time. 


Finally, the report will say that, 
"The problems of agriculture are 
different in California from w hat, 
they are in Eastern and M id­ 
W estern states. Much of our farm ­ 
ing is on a year-around produc­ 
tion line scale unknow n to other 
parts of the country. We believe 
that regional offices of the W ar 
Production Board and other F ed­ 
eral agencies should be set up 
here and given more adm inistra­ 
tive power.”
